TROUBLE AHEAD IN PORTO RICO. 


The Porto Rico "self-government" bili promises a lively 


contest when it comes up for passage in the Senate. 
A 


strong effort is lo be made to eliminate the property quali- 
fications for suffrage which the House wrote into the bill, 
and the President has been memorialized on the subject by 
the president of the Porto Rico Federation of Labor. This 
organization is affiliated with the American Fcderalion ol 
Labor and Senor Santiago Tglesais has the supporl of Mr 
Samuel Gompers in his cflorls lo preserve universal man- 
hood suffrage for ihe Porto Ricani. 
In '.he brief prepared 


by Mr. Iglesias and handed lo the Presidenl by Mr. 
Gompers, warning is given iha'i a dangerous sense of wrong 
will be created in the minds of three-fourths of the voters 
of Porto Rico, whose franchise will be taken away. 


By the Joncs-Shaffrolh bill (Mr. Jones is the author 


also of the Philippine "self-government" bill) the right 
to vote is restricted to men who pay at least $3 a year in 
taxes, or to men able to read and write. 
Membership in 


ihe Porto Rican Si-nalc is limited lo men having at Icasl 
$ 1000 in taxable property and in ihe House lo ihose hav- 
ing at leasl $5000 worth of taxable property. These pro- 
visions are obnoxious to the Porto Rican citizens. 
They 


alleged through their Washington lobbyist, Mr. Igiesais, 
that illiteracy, being an almost universal condition in the 
islands, the self-government bill will deprive at least three- 
fourths of the men of the fight of suffrage. 


The objection of the Porto Ricans is not unnatural. 


They have enjoyed universal suffrage for men for a great 
Vnany years. 
It was extended by Spain as a means of 


winning the island's loyat'.y shortly before ihe outbreak of 
the war with Cuba. 
The Foraker act, establishing civil 


government under ihe American flag in Cuba, confirmed 
jie right of all men to vole. 


Property Qualification for suffrage has never been an 


/American habit since the establishment of the Republic, 


notwithstanding that many have ardently urged it »s 
beneficent poljticaj reform.

CENSUS ESTIMATES. 


(Xew York Sun.) 


At rcKiilnrly recurrent Intervals this nation is blessed 


with compilations of alleged population st?.tistlcs from the 
Census Burcnu at Washington which to the carelesa 
reader appear to mean something. The fact Is that they 
havo ns much significance as the abstractions of any 
competent mathematician, and aro worthless except as 
they provide harmless, amusement for persons who have 
nothing bettor to do than to study them. The latest of 
these computations contains the subjoined illuminating 
declarations: 


"Tho population of the United States continues to shift 


to tho cities, nccordinp: to estimates announced by the 
Census Huroau, 


"The cslinuite.s. bused on the rate of population in- 


creases from 1900 to 1910, disclosed that 40.9 per cent of 
tho country's Inhabitants now live In cities of more than 
SOOO, as Hgulnst 38. 9 per cent In, 1910. 
. 
"The entire population of continental United Slates for 


1910 has already been estimated at 102,017,312. 


These figures look very Impressive. 
But they are of 


tho slightest Importance. 
Their purely hypothetical 


nature Is revealed by their sponsors, who are quoted thus: 


"Census officials were careful to explain that those 


estimates do not tako into consideration local conditions, 
and that they are bused solely on the rate of the popula- 
tion increase or decrease In the pnst." 


Ill other words, anybody who hns the requisite traln- 


li)K in arithmetic and the time to waste can so through 
the operations of subtraction, multiplication and addi- 
tion that ;>re performed in tho Census Bureau and obtain 
jhe same results (hut are put forth therefrom with such 
show of authority. 
Tho actual increase in population 


between two enumerations may bo accepted as the basis 
for estimating, or the percentage of, Increase may appeal 
as more interesting. 
The. estimates for January 1, 1919, 


might as well bo made today as those for January 1, 1917 
and tViey would bo precisely as accurate and valuable as 
If tho> -svcro delayed until a month before their seasonable 
application. Indeed, tho estimates for every half year, or 
quarter, or month, or week, might bo mnde when tho 
count Is completed and included in thp den-nninl publica- 
tions of tb<> bureau.
